Dominion of Canada — In- 
formation for Intending 
Ximierauts- 

Such, is the title of a badly printed 
pamphlet before us. It is issued by 
the Department of Agriculture, at Ot- 
. tawa, and compiises "the substance of 
infoniiiition on the subject of emigra- 
tion, prepared by the Hon. Minister of 
Agriculture, for the Right Hon. tlo 
Secretaiy of State for the' Colonies. " 
Containing a ruiniing summary of im- 
l)ortant infonimtion respecting the 
Dominion, it iutiodiiccs Britidh 
Columbiii, as "tlic last iUM|uisilion of 
the Confederation, forniiiig, so to 
speak, its Pacific face." The area 
and population of this Province are 
given. Its coast lino, about live hviii- 
dred miles long, is descril)ed as i)re- 
seatiug a labyrinth of ishi'uls, fonaing 
innumerable linvboiu-s, inlets, and 
canals; these, together wMi the rivers 
which empJy into them, abounding 
with fish. The forests are justly des- 
cribed as of iinmenso area, extending 
along the coasts and river courses, 
having the finest pine in tlio world, the 
proximity of whicli to navigable waters 
adding greatly to the commercial value 
of these enormous stores of timber. Its 
coal fields are represented as vast, 
comjirising both bituminous and an- 
thracite of a quality to connuund the 
markets of the North Pacilic. Apai't 
from the ordinary soureos uf trade, 
says the ijamphlet, it is impossible to 
07er estimate the importance of these 
large coal deposits of the Pacific ter- 
minus of the trans-continental railroad 
through the Dominion, in connection 
with the magnilicent harbours of Bri- 
tish Columbia. The gold mines are 
described as rich and not coullued to 
any particular locality, although rich- 
est in Cariboo, but distributed over 
the greater part of tlio country and, 
for the most part, fairly rewarding the 
seeker. Giving the yield of ISO'J at 
about three millions and a half, it re- 
marks: — "It is possible, in fact cer- 
tain, that this yield will bo almost in- 
definitely increased as the mines are 
more systematically worked, and facili- 
ties provided to reach them." The 
possession of •'considerable agricultu- 
ral capabilities, and delightful elinuite, 
varying from the humid west of Eng- 
land weather of Vancouver Island and 
the coast region, to the drier atmos- 
plioro of tlio table land of the intm-ior luul 
bracing teniporaturo of the mountain 
districts" cojistitutu Britisli Columbia 
no unimportant part of the Doniiuiou, 
one which ''will be, in the not distant 
future, the hom^ of a large population 
and gi'eat wealth." It seems impossi- 
ble to doubt that the wide dissemina- 
tion of such information as tliis little 
pamphlet contains will caiiso many 
persons to seek a homo in this (li^■t,:lul 
Province. But to liavo tliom come to 
our shores is one thing; and to. retain 
them is quite another. Shall an intel- 
ligent, practical effort be made to re- 
tain those who come V Or shall wo 
continue to allow them to turn their 
backs on tlie old flag and fiiul homos 
and more hearty welcome in aforeiLi n 
land?

The SuiDoriutendent of Police has 
been committed to take his trial for 
the East Coast homicide. The result, 
in other respects to bo rogretlod, is 
Batisfactory; not because Mr. Sullivan 
is to be tried, but because in his trial 
British justice shall have triumphed. 
It was for that, and that alone, this 
journal contended; and wo are con- 
tent. Nay, more; we are now free to 
express a hope that he niiiy lie ac- 
quitted of crime. That ]\Ir. Sullivan 
would have cojne into court under 
more favorable auspices had ho adopt- 
ed a more becoming course since the 
Mlling, would appear to be tolerably 
certain. But injudicious and false 
friends are i)robably cliielly to blame 
for that; audit seems not altog(!tlier 
uurcasonalihi to suppose that theC(jurt 
may be inclined to allow the circum- 
stance of his having been badly advis- 
ed to weigh somewhat in the prison- 
er's favor. Some time ago we announc- 
ed that Mr. Sullivan had been 
Busponded; but it would appeal' that the 
BUBpenaion was only partial, and that he 
continued to act in the c«pncity of gaol 
warden. "NVn uro disposed to question Mr. 
Sullivan's claim to thiit |)()siti()ii ; but 
there (,'an bo no ([uostiou us to tlie iiujiro- 
pri(:ty of eontiniiint,' to exereiso luiy 
ollieial funetion.s wlialever, until sueii 
time as he shall hiivo been acquitted ofthe 
orlme with whidi he stands charged, lint, 
now that he hna been formally committed 
for trial, siu'ftly tlio luithorities will n'll 
prove thoniHolv(!s so cuniiili'tel y lost to all 
Hoasd of doceiicy as to permit ]\lr.Sulliv;iii 
to eontiuuo an hour longer his ollieiiil 
funetion.s. Tli(! vory extraordinary rela- 
tions that have existed hetwucn him, us 
Warden pf the (hiwl, .ma those Indian 
witnesses held ti,' giv(; cvidonco in the 
case, have already bocoinn tiie subject of 
reuiiu'ka far from comi)Uini;ntary to tli(> 
local authorities. Wo cannot eoncdiide 
theso obsorviitious witho\it eon;,'i-;il iilid- 
ing the organ of the Local (tovei-uii\eiil 
upon the figure it has out before the i)ub- 
lic over since t«king "our plucky Sujjer- 
intoad(mt of rolioa under its benignant 
feathers. May wo venture to hope tiiat 
the orudito and most judicious conductor 
of that paper has, by this tiino, become a 
wiser, ii not a bettor man ?
